SUICIDE CLIPPINGS 
*FOUND IN EFFECTS 


Christmas Cards From 
Members of British Roy- 
alty Also in Suicide’s 
Baggage. 


Leaving no explanation of his act, 
Iferbert Frederick Wearne, of New 
York, a 37-year-old Canadian army 
veteran of the world war, hanged 
himself at the Terminal hotel te 
Friday or early Saturday, it is be- 
lieved by police, following the finding 
of his body in his room Sunday morn- 
ing. 

According to hotel attaches, Wearne 
registered at the hotel Thursday night 
and went to his room. He came to 
the lobby Friday morning and paid 
his bill for two-days in advance and 
then returned to his room. The fol- 
lowing morning a colored maid, Della 
Sapp, tried the door but found it lock- 
ed, so made no effort to enter. 

Returning again to the room Sun- 
day she found the door still locked 
so summoned the hotel manager, A. E. 
Reese. Reese enlisted the aid of the 
engineer, Y. C. Baggs. and they forced 
the door to find Wearne’s body, clad 
in pajamas, hanging against the bath- 
room door. He had tied a rope around 
a bathroom -fixture and run it from 
there over the door. 

His baggage revealed an honorable 
discharge from the Canadian expedi- 
tionary forces which furnished officers 
with the only means of identification. 
The paper showed that he enlisted in 
1914, at the outbreak of the war, and 
served until 1919, when he was dis- 
charged with high commendation for 
service. 

His baggage revealed that his 
clothes were of good quality and a 
sum of about $10 was found in the! 
pockets of one suit. Included in mis- | 
cellaneous articles in a grip was a 
Christmas greeting card of 1915 sign- 
ed by “Louise Margaret, Duchess of 
Connaught.” and a card from Buck- 
ingham palace with a greeting from 
King George and Queen Mary felici- 
tating the receiver upon his war serv- 
ics: and record, Officers, however,

Paris, February 3.—(4)—Informa- 
tion which eluded the Spanish censor- 
ship at a dozen different points to 
day disclosed that the revolt against 
the dictatorship of Premier Primo de 
Rivera has broken out in the city 


of Valencia with resulting bloodshed 
and the proclamation of martial law. 

The Paris Journal received word 
that part of the Valencia garrison at- 
tempted to liberate former - Premier 
Jose Sanchez Guerra from the mili- 
tary prison, where he has been held 
incommunicado since he surrendered 
to the authorities following collapse 
of the general revolt several days ago.

Lisbon, Portugal, February 3.— 
(United News.)—Twenty-five sailors 
and a pilot, huddled together on the 
deck of the German cargo steamship 
Deister, were swept overboard and 
drowned in raging seas at the entrance 
to the port of Leivoes late today as 
rescuers fought in vain to reach them. 

The cargo boat, which struck the 
rocks at the harbor entrance, sank a 
few moments later. Four men clinging 
to a mast were tossed about by mighty 
waves as their comrades were swept 
under. 

For a few minutes there was hope 
that they might be saved by rescuers 
who were battling to reach the Deister 
in a lifeboat but before the rescue

s BUSY WORLD FORGETS IN 5 SHORT YEARS 3: 


For Grave 


of Wilson

Washington, February 3.—(4)—A 

single wreath of yellow jonquils, un- 
marked, arrived at Washington cathe- 
dral today to be placed on the tomb 
of Woodrow Wilson, war-time presi- 
dent of the United States, on the fifth 
anniversary of his death. 

That wreath was the only evidence 
that anyone had remembered the man 
whom the world acclaimed a brief, few 
years before. 

Earlier in the day two persons stood 
with bowed heads for a few minutes 
before the twisted bronze railing of 


the tomb. They were Mrs. Wilson and 
her brother. . 

According to the attendant in 
Bethlehem chapel, where the Wilson 
tomb rests opposite to that of Admiral 
Dewey, no others appeared to pay 
homage to the memory of the man who 
guided the destinies of this nation 
through the troublesome world-war 


days. 
So Fleeting Is Fame. 
On February 3, 1924, the news of 


| Woodrow Wilson’s death was flashed 


around the world. Glittering tribates 
poured in from many foreign lands 
and from all sections of America. 

As twenty-eighth president of the 
United States, Woodrow Wilson was 
a popular and important personage. 
Kven during the short months as an 
invalid, prior to his death, he was 
cheered and acclaimed wherever he 
went. Crowds flocked to his house on 
S street. Tourists in the “rubber- 


neck” wagons gazed with reverence 
and awe at the house where the in- 
valid ex-president rested. 

Today only a few sightseers read 
with indifferent eyes the plain in- 
scription on the stone tomb: 

“WOODROW WILSON. 
December 28, 1856; February 3, 1924.” 
Even the yellow jonquil wreath had 


not been placed on the tomb. It lay 
on a table in an anteroom. Attached 
was a florist’s card, reading: 

“For Woodrow Wilson’s Tomb, 

Washington Cathedral.” 

There was no name and no indica- 

tion of the identity of the sender. 
Even Attendant Forgets. 

Above the tomb on bronze shafts 
floated the first battle flag carried by 
American troops in France during the 
world war. Flanking it on both sides 
were Woodrow Wilson’s two personal 
presidential flags. 

A few potted plants formed an ever- 
green row before the cold stone. Rest- 
ing on top of the tomb were a half- 
dozen permanent wreaths that had 
been there for several years. One ot 
these bore the star and colors of the 
American Legion. 

But there were no fresh flowers, no 
recent tributes to the man whom many 
regard as one of the greatest presi- 
dents. 

“No one, with the exception of Mrs. 
Wilson and her brother, came to visit 
the tomb today,” the attendant said. 
“We have had a few visitors, but none 
have inquired for Wilson’s tomb. 

“In fact, I had forgotten myself 
that it was just five years ago today 
he died.” 


MRO.J T.EIGHBERG, 
PIONEER, PASSES 


Beloved Atlanta Woman, 
Resident Since 1867, Is 
Dead; Funeral Services 
Monday Afternoon. 


Mrs. Joseph T. Eichberg,, pioneer 
Atlanta woman, a resident of the city 


‘since 1867, died at 6 o’clock Sunday 


morning at the residence, 872 Briar- 
cliff road, following a brief illness. 


She celebrated her 87th birthday on 
December 17 last. 

Until two weeks ago, when she was 
taken ill, Mrs. Eichberg continued 
her various benevolent and social ac- 
tivities with the remarkable spright- 
liness which was an outstanding char-

life,” notwithstanding her age. 

Widely loved and esteemed because 
of her various charitable works during 
the past half-century with the Home 
for the Friendless, the Crittenden home 
and the Hebrew orphans’ asylum, 
Mrs. Eichberg also up to the time of 
her death was most active socially. 
During the past year, she made a 
European voyage with her daughter, 
Miss Ruby Eichberg, with whom she 
lived, and had - ade numerous trips 
to Atlantic City, New York and va- 
rious other parts of the country. 

She formerly was Miss Caroline 
Bandman, whose brother, Daniel 
Bandman, attained prominence as an 
actor of Shakespearean roles. She 
was the widow of the late Joseph 
T. Kichberg, a lieutenant of Company 
H of the Sixth New York regiment 
in the civil war. Soon after the 
close of the war, she and her husband 
came south to Atlanta and establish- 
ed their residence here in 1867. 

Mr. Eithberg established a house 
furnishing business at 1. Whitehall 
street, later moving to 90 Whitehall 
street. He was commander of Mitchell 
post, G. A. R., in Atlanta. 

Mrs. Fichberg was one of the old- 
est members of the Hebrew Benevo- 
lent congi.gation and aided in the 
construction of three temples for the 
congregation. She was a member of 
the Grandmother's society, of the 
Council of Jewish Women and of the 
Temple Sisterhood. 

For 30 years she was president of 
the Hebrew * -dies’ Benevolent socie- 
ty, and she also was a member of 
the Women’s Pioneer society. 


She was one of the charter mem- | 


bers of the old Concordia club and 
with E. Steinheimer, E. Rich and D.

The child 
was taken from his mother yesterday 
by Sheriff W. F. McArthur, of Sum- 
ter county, on habeas corpus proceed- 
ings which will be heard in superior 
court Monday. The father charged 
that Mrs. Wellons was not properly 
suited to rearing the child. Mrs. Wel- 
lon. protested. 

Otherwise Ellaville, and Glen Hol- 
ly. a neighboring community whose 
school was headed by Mrs. Wellons 
before her automobile excursion with 
Chapman, resumed normal life again 
for the first time since Sunday two 
weeks ago when the teacher and her 
pupil drove off toward Atlanta. 

The youth told his story to Sheriff 
E. C. Rigsby here today, and denied 
previous reports that the woman had 
over $500. when the expedition was 
launched. 

“We had about $150 when we ieft 
and got as far as Toledo,” the boy 
told the officer. “Mrs. Wellons ob- 
tained a position and wanted to stay, 
but I wanted to come home to mother 
and my folks, so we started. back. 

“We reached Americus Thursday 
and up to then Mrs. Wellons had not 
been ill. She gave me all the money 
we had left and told me to buy a 
ticket anywhere I wanted to go, and 
that she was ready to stand by me 
_to the last in this business.’’ 

Mrs. Wellons made no statement, 
and likewise, her husband was silent.

Washington, February 3.—(4)—The 
naval construction program comes to 
a vote in ,the senate this week— 
tomorrow night or ‘'Tuesday—and 
President Coolidge faces almost cer- 
tain defeat, in the opinion tonight of 
senate leaders, on his appeal for elimi- 
nation of the clause requiring that the 
15 cruisers and one airplane carrier 
be laid down before July 1, 1951. 

Passage of the bill, approved a year 
ago by the house, is predicted freely 
by both its senate supporters and 
opponents and the controversy has 
narrowed down to the demand of the 
president that he be permitted to de- 


termine when the ships shall be built. | 


Mr. Coolidge lost on this issue in, 
the house and the closing hours of 


debate yesterday found one of his 
right-hand adherents, Senator Fess, of 
Ohio, vigorously opposing his position. 
Previously, Senator Watson, of In- 
diana, another administration leader, 
had taken up the cause of the meas- 
ure’s supporters against the president 
for an immediate start on the propos- 
ed cruiser construction.

immigration bill to a vote in both 
houses. 

Senator Harris is to appear this 
week before the senate steering com- 
mittee and urge that the immigration 
bill, which is designed to place Mexi- 
can immigration upon a quota basis, 
be given a place on the preferential 


calendar. The Georgia senator will 
go before the committee in company 
with Senator David A. Reed, of Penn- 
sylvania, one of the republican lead- 
ers favorable to the proposal. 
Controversial Subject. 


As in the case of the prohibition 
enforcement amendment the Mexican 
immigration bill is a controversial 
subject in both houses of congress 
although the consensus is that it will 
pass if allowed to come to a _ vote. 
There are involved the questions of 
cheap Mexican labor in the border 
states between the United States and 
Mexico and a group of “beet sugar” 
states. ' 

The Harris bill is opposed just now 
by a small but powerful coterie de- 
sirous of unrestricted immigration 
from Mexico. These objectors include 
such influential senators as Smoot, 
Utah; Warren, Wyoming; Phipps, 
Colorado, and King, Utah, of the beet 
sugar producing section. In the house

SUICIDE EPIDEMIC 
SWEEPING FRANCE 


England Is Also Alarmed 
as Number of Women 
Taking Own Lives Shows 
Increase. 


Paris, February 3.— (United News.) 


_A strange “epidemic of suicides” is re- 


ported in the French press. An un- 
usual number of dispatches recently 
have told of young and aged persons 
killing themselves on the slightest 
provocation. One day’s report totaled 
15 suicides. Six were recorded in one 
night at Marseilles. 

Worry over loss of money in such 
financial crashes as the notorious “Ga- 
zette Du Franc” is said to have been 
responsible for some of the suicides. 
The death of a presumably well-to-do 
man at Monte Carlo this week was 
laid indirectly to the swindle. 

Russian emigres, often despondent 
over their descent from titled circles 
to the ranks of laborers, feature 
prominently on the lists. 

The motives for a majority of the 
deaths, however, seem to be trivial. 
Lovers’ quarrels, disappointments and 
jealousy play their parts. ae 

A typical example was the suicide 
of Raymond Velley, 20, who operated 
a military canteen, and was sentenced 
to several days confinement for ir- 
regular leave of absence. He killed 
himself en route to the guard house. 
His fiance, Mile. Rene Grenouville, 
heard of his death and killed herself 
while in a taxicab in Paris. 

Although the river Seine continues 
the scene of most suicides, many re- 
cent self-willed deaths have occurred 
in taxicabs.

London, February 3.—(United 
News.)—Dr. Catherine Chisholm, 
speaking before the Medical Women’s 
Federation of which she is president, 
asserted the number of suicides and 
deaths among young women in Eng- 
land as the result of drugs is increas- 


ing. 

Dr. Chisholm said the number of 
drug addicts is steadily becoming 
larger. 

“We cannot but feel uneasy,” she 
said, “about the suicides or deaths of 
able, clever young women who have, 
in a life of excitement, become drug 
addicts. The stress of modern social 
and professional life tempts them to 
start taking drugs to stimulate weary 
nerves. The greater freedom of wom- 
en today makes it easy for them to 
obtain drugs.”

Memphis, Tenn., February 3.— 
(United News.) —What is the proper 
age for marrixge? 

“A young man should not marry 
until he is 25 and a girl until she is 
22 years of age,” in the opinion of 
Mrs. Margaret Wells Wood, noted 
hygiene expert. 

Mrs. Wood has spoken to young 
people in virtually every state in the 
union and has investigated hundreds 
of cases in which early marriage fig- 
ured prominently. 

Speaking before a group of college 
and high school students here, Mrs. 
Wood advocated the teaching of sex 
in all public schools above the grades. 

“The trouble, in a large part at 


least, with our present marriage sys- 
tem is that young boys and girls are 
physically ready for parenthood from 
six to eight years before they ure 
mentally and emotionally mature 
enough,” Mrs. Wood said. 

“Even when they are mentally and 
emotionally mature, they lack the edu- 
cation that is so necessary for parent- 
hood,” she said. “I don't believe in 
birth control; that isn’t the purpose 
of marriage. 

“Men and women who do not want 
children should not marry. If they 
are physically unable to have children, 
they should adopt, not one, but sev- 
eral, for the presence of children in 
the home makes it a much happier 
place to live,” Mrs. Wood said.

Even the big 
suicides get comparatively little space 
in the papers. 

One hundred and fifty persons com- 
mitted suicide in New York last year 
by jumping from buildings and from

When suicide hecomes so common 
that six persons die that way in our 
town every day, it is easy to under- 
stand why the newspapers do not make 
much of a news item of a suicide. It 
comes to be looked upon as routine, 
and so nearly a normal way of pass- 
ing out of life that it's not worth 
mentioning. 

But the increase in jumping suicide 
has been remarkable. Fifty-two more 
nersons jumped to death in New York 
last vear than chose that kind of death 
in 1926. 

One of the reasons for this was the 
subway disaster which killed many 
peonle and created a terrible sensation 
in Times Square late in the summer 
of last year. The very next day per- 
sons who were slightly cracked began 
jumping in front of subway trains. 

There is a type of emotionally ill- 
balanced person who is stirred to his 
emotional depths by any great disas- 
ter that comes at all close to him. If 
there is a big fire in his neighborhood, 
he gets so excited about it that hs

This 
was suppressed without bloodshed 
when the troops returned to their 
barracks after promises had been 
dropped from airplanes that the gov- 
ernment would prosecute only the 
leaders. This revolt was alleged by 
the premier to have been plotted 
abroad and other sources said that 
the plans were laid in Paris. 

No further overt acts were report- 
ed and an official communique stated 
that peace had been restored through- 
out the country.

Border States Problem. 

The production and price of cotton 
figure in the equation. The border 
cotton states, Senator Harris argues, 
use goods of Mexican laborers whvu 
come across the border and take up 
either temporary or permanent resi- 
dence in this country and whose 
wages are far. below those paid in 
the southeastern and gulf cotton 
states. 

According to figures obtained by 
Senator Harris, 56,000 Mexicans came 
across the border last year and were 
absorbed at low wages by the cotton, 

t sugar and citrus industries. The 
year before the immigrants from Mex- 
ico, unrestricted by the quota, num- 
bered 65,000. Therefore Mexico sup- 
plies about one-third of the immigra- 
ion of the entire world so far as 
the United States is affected, he 
points out, 

“Taking the cotton industry for 
illustration,” Senator Harris said, 
“the southwestern border states can 
employ these Mexican immigrants by 
the thousands. That not only gives 
these cotton states the advantage of 
cheaper labor, but it enables them 
to produce greater quantities of cot- 
ton, thereby creating a surplus. 

“This surplus naturally beats down 
the price of cotton to the farmers of 
Georgia and other southeastern and 
gulf states, but the existing situa- 
tion also means that the cotton farm- 
ers of Texas and Oklahoma, for in- 
stance, can produce their crop with 
much cheaper labor. ‘Therefore that 
section wants no change in unrestrict- 
ed Mexican immigration. 

“These Mexican laborers trickle 
back into the beet sugar region and 
work for small wages, just as the 
Chinese coolie can raise peanuts for 
a fraction of what it costs our south- 
ern farmers. This means, of course, 
that most of the members of con- 
gress from the beet sugar states want 
to retain this cheap labor.” 


Cut Mexican Immigration. 


The Georgia senator estimated that 
if the immigration from Mexico is 
governed by the quota restrictions of 
the immigration act of 1924 the year- 
ly influx of Mexican laborers will be 
cut to 1,500 or 2,000 as compared 
with the 56,000 to 65,000 that have 
been coming in. Senator Harris said 
his bill was introduced in all friend- 
liness toward the government of the 
republic of Mexico, but the United 
States bad the right to protect itself 
against imported cheap labor in com- 
petition with higher-priced labor un- 
der the standards of this country. 

Senator Harris has express a will- 
ingness to compromise with the op- 
ponents of the legislation to the ex- 
tent of permitting Mexican immigra- 
tion to continue for two years only 
at the approximate rate of 25,000 im- 
migrants per year. After this time 
for adjustment of business affairs the 
Harris bill would apply strictly the 
quota to Mexico, just as it is applied 
to most other countries. 

The Mexican immigration measure 
has been favorably reported by the 
senate immigation committee, of 
which Senator Harris is second rank- 
ing democratic member, but in the 
calendar jam at the end of a session 
it would hardly be reached without 
special action by the senate’s “steer- 
ing committee.” Consequently, Sen- 
ators Harris and Reed (Pennsylvania) 
are to go before the committee and 
urge the importance of action.

THE EXPOSURE YOU 
REMEMBER. 

A photograph published, I am 
afraid, in our favorite newspaper, 
showed just how the king fell ill. In 
the picture King George stands with 
bared head in bitter cold—we have 
the printed assurancé about this— 
with five other men, who stood bared, 
on last Armistice day, paying a trib- 
ute to the “Unknown” dead British 
soldier. ‘This, the world’s foremost 
medium of truth and enlightenment 
points out, was the king’s costly de- 
votion to duty. 

Very well. But I believe the king 
is a real man and even though duty 
did not demand it, I am certain he 
never would have kept his hat on 
when everybody else was taking the 
dire risk involved in uncovering the 
head, on a cold day, for a few mo- 
ments. . 

The picture presents some other in- 
teresting features. Not that 1 wish tu 
raise a controversy with the towering 
intellect that penned the message 
above quoted. 1 merely desire to call 
attention to the fact that apparently 
King George still had his hair on, or 
at least a moderate thatch that looks 
like hair, whereas at least two of the 
other figures in the group really did 
have bared heads and no mistake. If 
we are to follow the thought of the 
man who offered the evidence we must 
assume that these two men with ab- 
solutely unprotected domes took great- 
er chances than the king did. But let 
that go. No need to split hairs in a 
common sense discussion. 

Now I beg to ask a mere rhetorical 
question—that is, a question for 
which I expect no answer, I not only 
expect no answer, but I know darn 
well there will be no arfswer. My 
question is this: How come only King 
George suffered ill consequences of 
the exposure, when, as the evidence 
before us shows, at least five other 
men, and I have no doubt at least 
5,000 other men, around him, under- 
went the same ordeal at the same 
time? 

This is an eminent instance, I 
think, of a peculiar bent in popular 
psychology. Even though 5,000 «men 
stood with heads bared at the same 
time the king did, and only the king 
fell ill shortly afterward, people ob- 
stinately close their eyes and minds 
to all sense and reason and assume 
that the king's “resistance” was low- 
ered somehow by conditions or cir- 
cumstances that had no ill effect on 
anybody else.

Why 
do we so readily forget the thousand 
“exposures” and so readily recall the 
one exposure that happens to be fresh 
in mind when we happen to fall ill? 

I give credit for this strange bent 
ix popular psychology to our moss- 
back, purblind, unscientific and un- 
progressive public health authorities 
who still teach, though of course they 


do not know and cannot prove by ex-) »;¢ 


periment, that just such trifling “ex- 
posure’ makes one more susceptible to 
respiratory infections. 

Once more I would publicly remind 
the health department and the man in 
the street that we have no ground, 
no evidence, on which to base the be- 
lief or teaching that anything “low- 
ers resistance.” If we keep within the 
bounds of knowledge and truth we 
ean say only that certain factors seem 
to impede or prevent. the development 
of the highest degree of immunity. 
and, moreover, once one has acquired 
any degree of immunity no trifling 
misfortune will rob him of it.

“Lanier said some things that do 
not sound so pleasant,’ Dr. Mims 
went on, referring to the artist's let- 
ters, which show, he declared, the 
poet's “difficulty in mixing with peo- 
ple who, while loving literature, do 
not sympathize with the creation of 
literature.” 

Dr. Mims summed the visions of the 
artist, reading and quoting frequently 
from his poems and letters. He saw 
the poet as a “champion of tolerance,” 
removing the scaffolding of creeds and 
dogma about the great architecture of 
religion. 

Lanier was also a prophet “in the 
old sense of the word,” Pr. Mims said 
~ “to him all roads led to God; praise 
God could have been written at the 
end of all his poems.”

PATTERSON RELEASED 


UNDER $25,000 BOND 


Macon, Ga., February 3.—(/)— 
Ten men stand ready, it was ascer- 
tained tonight, to furnish bond for 
G. E. Patterson.former executive vice 
president of the Fourth National 
Bank of Macon. who was served with 
a warrant yesterday charging “mis- 
application of the money, funds and 
credits” of the institution to the ex- 
tent of $50,000. 

Temporary bond was given yester- 
day in the sum of $25,000 so that the 
former bank official would not have 
to spend Sunday in jail. The perma- 
nent bond is to be furnished tomorrow, 
it was said, for his appearance i 
fedcral court at the May term. 

When the grand jury meets in Co- 
lumbus. Ga., in March, District At- 
torney W. A. Bootle says he will seek 
an indictment, so that the case will 
be ready for trial here when the May 
term convenes. 

Mr. Patterson last night was rather 
despondent over the turn of events In 
connection with the collapse of the 
Fourth National bank. of Macon, the 
doors of which closed on November 
+; following a run. However, he 
insisted that anything that he had 
done was for his friends and not for 
himself and that no one would lose. 

Today, after a restful night, he ap- 
peared much brighter and easier over 
the situation. He went for an auto- 
mobile ride with friends. 

Mrs. Patterson and their children 
are in Florida. 

The Fourth National of Macon clos- 
ed its doors two months ago, and re- 
organization was arranged under cap- 
itnlization of &750.000, $250,000 more 
than its capitalization when the doors 
closed. A 5O per cent stock dividend 
ha. been paid stockholders as a means 
of attaining the new capitalization 
objective. 

In a statement last night, Mr. Pat- 
said the charges against him 
nothing to do with the closing of 
the bank, and that no stockholders 
had lost money through him. 

“The whole affair will be straight- 
ened out satisfactorily to all concern- 
ed within a few days,” he concluded. 

Patterson. former Jacksonville, Fla., 
banker, and federal bank examiner, 
came to Macon ten years ago and has 
since occupied a. prominent place in 
the city’s social and financial life.

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The Business Barometer 


BY THEODORE H. PRICE, 
Editor, Commerce and Finance, New York. 


One of the items in the creed of 
those who say the United States is in 
a new business era is that our indus- 
trial executives have attained such 
skill in management and planning 
that they can keep their output accu- 
rately synchronized with consumption 
and hence can avoid the accumulation 
of stocks of goods which is one of the 
causes of business recession. 

Thus a friend remarked to me last 
week that as long as the automobile 
manufacturers scheduled their produrc- 
tion in accord with reports of sales 
and stocks received from their dealers 
every ten days or so he did not see 
how much piling up of cars could oc- 
cur, and how anyone could be hurt 
much even if retail sales did fall off 
slightly. He expressed the same con- 
fidence in the operation of other in- 
dustries in which modern methods of 
contro] are used, and drew the gen- 
eral conclusion that as long as indus- 
trial operations are well-balanced em- 
ployment and wage disbursements will 
continue large, and, completing the 
cirele of reasoning, retail demand will 
keep up. 

Toward this goal the United States 
has progressed far, but without dis- 
paragement of progress it may be 
pointed out that after all the facts 
and figures are obtained, they are still 
subject to human — interpretation, 
which is likely to be affected by the 
enthusiasm of one day or the depres- 
sion of the next. and that even under 
the most seientifie systems of indus- 
trial control yet devised factory pro- 
duction is still inflexible to a great 
degree because it is often cheaper to 
produce at a loss than it is to shut 
down entirely. 

Despite the enlightened administra- 
tion. of the automobile industry it is 
admitted that there was an accumula- 
tion of many models toward the end of 
last year, and even though clearance 
sales at cut prices were held, the 
stock of cars carried over into 1929 
'was considerably larger than a year 
before. This is but one illustration 
of the fact that adjustment of pro- 
duction to demand has not yet reached 
perfection, and if accumulation § of 
goods, which when it takes place in 
the hands of the consumer is mostly 
invisible, should occur in several of 
the major industries at once, the out- 
come would be a slowing down suffi- 
ciently pronounced to constitute a 
business recession, 

These remarks are prompted by a 
statement of one of the big New York 
banks that “‘for the first half of 1929 
industrial operating schedules have 
been set at the highest levels ever con- 
sidered feasible for an opening half- 
year.” If they can be maintained this 


—s 


country has ever known, but if they 


rou be the most prosperous year the 


‘are being built upon hope rather than 


expediency there must later be a re- 
adjustment to reality that will make 
the second half-year less exhiliarating. 

With one month of 1929 behind us 
it is therefore becoming increasingly 
evident that this vear is likely to pro- 
vide a thorough test of the belief in 
the “new stability.” The bank adds, 
“There is not as yet tangible evidence 
that schedules have been put.too high. 
That is a question that only experi- 
ence can definitely answer.”, And as 
the facts will disclose themselves to 
the observant as they develop. no 
prophecy is necessary.

The automobile industry did not 
produce in January quite as many 
cars as some expected, but it is very

In building, which will be the first

Demand for both cotton and silk goods 
has failed to come up to expectations 
and there is talk of curtailment in 
both industries, although it will prob- 
ably be averted by new buying before 
it becomes a fact. 

The high level of industrial opera- 
tions will of course continue until evi- 
dence disclosed that the full pro- 
duction is not being sold. Therefore 
no recession is immediately to be an- 
ticipated and those who are well-ad- 
vised of the direction from which to 
look for squalls can confidently go 
full steam ahead. 

Since the explosion in wheat and 
rubber the commodity markets have 
been less eventful, but in cotton, hog 
products, sugar and silk the statis- 
tics reveal nothing more bearish tan 
they did in those two commodities be- 
fore their sudden advance, and as in- 
flation is infectious the close observers 
of the latter markets are quite pre- 
pared to see them attacked by it. 

The price averages show that while 
tie stock market has been what the 
head'ine writers call “hesitant” it has 
continued to advance.

STOCK MART EYES 
GROCERY SESSION 


BY R. L. BARNUM. 
New York, February 2.—(Special.) 
For several very good reasons Wall 
street is very much interested in the 


news that Secretary of Commerce 
Whiting, who succeeded President- 
elect Hoover, is issuing invitatioys 
to leading food manufacturers, whole- 
sale and retail grocers, and others in- 
directly connected with the food in- 
dustry to attend a grocery confer- 
ence at Louisville on the 25th and 
26th of this month. Those who at- 
tend this conference, and it is under- 
stood that the gathering will include 
manufacturers, merchants, bankers, 
government officials and business- 
men from all parts of the country, 
will get the most scientifically de- 
veloped yet practical study of the gro- 
very business ever attempted in “the 
history of this industry. 

According to the records 30 retail 
grocers in Louisville “put up their 
shutters” for the last time’ every 
month while within the same period 
32 stores start up under new inan- 
agement. Secretary Whiting, acting 
for the government, is interested in 
determining why there should be so 
many failures in the grovery business 
and why in the face of such high mor- 
tality the number of groceries should 
be steadily increasing, conditions in 
Louisville in the grocery business be- 
ing more or less typical of those ex- 
isting in other cities throughout the 
country. Interest displayed by the 
government in this subject has aroused 
the interest of various chambers of 
commerce, boards of trade, bankers, 
manufacturers, merchants. The Na- 
tional Cash Register company already 
has at work experts and analytical 
machinery gathering information to 
be used at the Louisville conference.

Study 30 Louisville Stores. 


Detailed studies are now being 
made of 30 successful retail and five 
wholesale grocery stores at Louisville. 
In selecting these stores, efforts were 
made to get different types as to size 
and character of business transacted. 
Stores were also selected in various 
sections of the city. When the work 
now under way is completed it will 
be possible to tell those attending the 
coming conference the exact cost of 
handling every article included in the 
stock of a grocery store, the profit 
or loss in extending credit and de- 
livery service, etc. Many articles 
handled by the typical grocery stores 
are being traced from the time of de- 
livery to the retailer to the time of 
delivery by the retailer to the con- 
sumer. 

From studies already made it has 
been learned that one retail grocery 
was able to get a $159, 000 volume on 
an average inventory of $3,500 with 
a neighbor getting a volume of only 
$45,000 from an inventory of $7,500. 
In some cases inventories of retailers 
have been found to include for exam- 
ple a kind of tuna fish which has not 
been caught for three years, brands 
of caniaad goods abandoned by pack- 
ers for at least two years or more, 
etc, 

In studies recently made of the 
evolution of the grocery store from 
the old to the new type it was found 
for example that in the average old- 
fashioned type paying no attention to 
efficient placing and handling otf 
stocks, a clerk walks 150 miles a year 
in responding to calls from customers 
for bread alone. As a result of this 
study 5,000 retail grocery’ stores 
throughout the country have remod- 
eled their stores and stocks along sci- 
entific lines for thg purpose of elimi- 
nating waste motion and obtaining 
the highest possible degree of effi- 
ciency. 

Aim for More Efficiency. 

In the conference to be held at 
Louisville the last week of this month, 
while the retail grocer will be told 
how to handle his business to gain 
more efficiency and hence  proiits, 
these in charge of the meeting will 
not fail to point out the danger of 
sticking slavishly to yardstick meth- 
ods in figuring costs and doing busi- 
ness under modern efficiency expert 
rules. Undoubtedly the existing high 
death rate in the retail grocery store 
business could be lowered by wide- 
spread adoption of modern methods 
of doing business; nevertheless, to 
those who keep in close touch with 
this industry it is no secret that 
many retail grocery stores doing busi- 
ness along old lines are holding their 
own against the chain stores because 
the old stores are giving their cus- 
tomers what the customers want, 
service, and also in many cases, a 
better grade of goods for not much 
increase in cost.

WEEKLY REVIEW 
OF COTTON MARKET 


New Orleans, February 3.—(4)— 
Trading in cotton was by no means 
active during the past week, nor were 
fluctuations very wide. During the 
early part of the week prices gradually 
eased off owing to the unfavorable re- 
ports from the textile trade, including 
talk of mill curtailment, and owing 
also to cable advices that there was a 
danger of a lockout in the Lancashire 
mills owing to a disagreement over 


the time to he given to cleaning and 
oiling mill machinery. This report 
was followed later by a cable from 
Berlin, Germany, stating that there 
was danger of a lockout of 350.000 
mill workers owing to labor troubles. 

The lowest of the week was reached 
Thursday, when the May option trad- 
ed down to 18.98, or 37 points down 
from the high reached on Monday and 
exactly 80 points, or $4 a bale, below 
the highest reached on the advance of 
mid-January. 

Around the 19¢ level it developed 
that there were considerable. trade 
buying orders under the market, and 
there was also more or less price- 
fixing by spinners. These develop- 
ments, coupled with the belief that 
there was considerably more price- 
fixing to be done, caused prices to 
rally moderately on shorts covering, 
contracts being found relatively scarce 
when those short of the market sought 
to buy back what they had sold. 

As a result of the rally from the 
lowest of Thursday, Saturday's close 
showed no net change whatever com- 
pared with a week previous, as far 
as the May option was concerned, but 
October showed a net gain of 12 
points. The late summer month and 
the new crop positions were favorably 
influenced by the reported lateness of 
preparations for the new crop due to 
the unfavorable weather.
